According to a. remonstrance filed in 
he Lagrange circuit court, in which 
:ighty petitioners ask the court to re- 
itrain Contractor Clyde A. Walb from 
jontinuing his work of dredging the 
ditch with a twenty-four foot dredge, 
he specifications call for a much nar- 
rower ditch. At some points the speci- 
ication call for a ditch less than fif- 
cen feet wide, and at many of the 
stations it is to be less than seventeen 
'eet. 


The twenty-four foot 
dredge 
will 


nake the ditch several feet wider than 
>risinally intended and hence will also 
ncrease the cost of the bridges, which 
must of necessity be longer than orig- 
nal'.y intended.

It was not until Jliss Mary H. Brady, 


a clerk in tho auditor's office of the 
treasury, set herself the pleasant task 
of collecting the more striking historic 
documents, 
which 
had. 
theretofore, 


beon consigned generally to dust and 
oblivion, that It was 
realized 
what 


would be done in gathering a veritable 
museum of documentary curios even 


such an unpromising place as an 


uditor's office. 
Miss 
Brady 
includes .among 
her 


uaint document;]ry treasures the old 
lileage books showing the sums al- 
owed members of congress in 'the earl; 
ays for transportation to a.nd from 
Vashington. This traveling was done 


horseback or in stage coaches, and 


hey were paid so much a mile by the 
overnment. One of the books covers 
uch Items for the thirteenth session 
f congress, and one of Its entries, for 
363 mileage. Is receipted in a faint, 
omewhat unsteady hand, "D. Web- 
ter."

"Thus," as 
the custodian of these interesting docu- 
ments remarks, "the early records of 
the republic were actually written on 
tho royal crown of Britain." 


Evidence of Payment.

s a mere slip ot paper, worthless and 
uninteresting, but when Its original 
value reaches up into the multi-mil- 
iiotis and It covers the purchase of a 
country or a state, or is a record of 
some other huge and historic national 


r International transaction. It Is worth 


a. second glance, wen in the sacred In- 
tcrenls of curiosity. 


Then': arc several such checks, or. 


properly speaking, warrants, framed 
and glazed in a compartment of Miss 
Brady's desk, and they are not curi- 
osities merely, but are being held by 
the government as ex'ldence of payment 
in tile cases of these mammoth busi- 
ness transactions. They arc warrants 
for tho payment of moneys appropri- 
ated by congress, ami they date back 
as far as 3824, when S200.000 was paid 
to Lafayette by tho United States "in 
consideration of his services In the 
war of tho revolution." This warrant 
is signed by William U. Crawford, sec- 
retary of the treasury, and is receipted 
on the back by Lafayette himself, in 
a small, neat hand. 


One of these warrants of historic In* 


terest and Importance Is that which 
gave the emperor of Russia $7,200,000 
for Alaska, under the treaty of 18C7. 
This document is worded in an im- 
posing style: "Pay to the undersigned, 
envoy 
extraordinary 
and 
minister 


plenipotentiary of his majesty the cm- 
pcror ot all the Russias." 


This draft was indorsed by Edward 


de Stoecke, the Russian minister, and

this shop for the sale of baktry goods. 
Measure the room, for Its Is typical: 
it is 14x10 feet. 
In one corner is a 


circular stairway to the living rooms 
above. It represents a circle twenty- 
seven inches In diameter and is cov- 
ered with pretty figured grillwork In 
steel and brass, and is an ornament to 
the room. On the sides of the stair- 
way grill arc 
tasteful brackets and 


room thereon for plates of "patlsserrie" 
(delicate cakes, tarts, etc.) and every 
Inch ot the space around the walls is 
In use.

Like Bees in a Hive. 


Here next .is a grocery. It Is on a 


corner and cpnsjsts of one ropm, 25x60 
feet. It has everything for household 
table supply—all kinds of fruit, vege- 
tables, meats, fish. Jams, jellies, garno, 
dried fruits, ceroals, ' pickles, confec- 
tions and pastry. 
There are thirty- 


nine clerks darting about like swal 
lows, serving as many customers, and 
you may sometimes wait fifteen min- 
utes, so great is the trade of the store 
You look at the size of the store and 
the multitude of tables, counters and 
shelves loaded with goods, and you re- 
member the colonies of bees on tho old 
farm, where as a boy y*u sa.w a thou- 
sand go in and out nt work In one 
small 'hive. 
The miracle of natural 


adaptability only can explain the. hive 
and the store—the economy of space. 


"Here is a wood and coal shop—a 


mere niche open to the street five and 
a, half foot wide, perhaps twenty-tw.

there in the smallest portions—eggs, 
one, to a customer: butter, down to a 
three-cent, package; cheese, to a. pen- 
ny's worth; all vegetables and fruits, 
down lo a pound weight or less; meat. 
In bits of one-fifth of a pound, and 
fowl, by the leg, wing or side. 


In the Markets. 


Qo Into the great markets early In 


the morning and see the produce come 
In for the day. Examine the packages 
and flguns their 
cost—that is, the 


wrappings nnd Crates and boxes.

A Cheap Hotel. 


London has a marve'.ously cheap ho- 


tel for the submerged tenth—a great 
hall where one may sleep on a straw 
mattress, a board frame' or the floor 
and have a breakfast of bread and 
soup, and all for three cents. And this 
price pnys the expenses of the place. 
But Paris still stands first in hotels, If 
the statement made to you is true, in 
having a guest houso that provides a 
night's lodging for one penny and pays 
a profit. 
It Is a great room on the 


ground floor, used In the daytime as a 
'actory, through the length of which at 


i p. m. are stretched sev<|Sr^-vst 
cables of hemp and are made taut by 


windlass a.nd peg in the wall. On 


cither side of each cable is a row of 
chairs, and as the weary lodgers come 
n they take the chairs, nnd, sitting in 
them, lean forward, resting their arms 
on the rope and their heads on their 
arms, sleeping thus until at fi a. m. an 
attendant knocks out the peg in the 
wall. Down goes the rope with all who 
may be leaning upon It, and the room 
is ready for the work of the day. This 
may be a classic and familiar story to 
Parisians, but is not universally known 
to the world. As a profitable lodging 
house, where one who sleeps in com- 
fort in his clothes may rest with more 
of comfort in half the space, the ven- 
ture is certainly cleaner, cheaper nn 
more profitable than the London plan

Religious revivals In Fort Wayne are 


as old'as the city itpelf. In fact, they 
are much older, for long before there 
was a city, town or even a while set- 
tlement here they were carried on by 
zealous men of God. who braved the 
perils and hardships 
of those early 


times to carry the gospel to the natives 
of this. then. .forest-covered territory: 
the Indians. wKo. In the march of 
civilization and Christianity, were aft- 
erwards driven from our midst, forced 
to give up their lands that Fort Waynp 
might be made the city of churchps 
and 
commercial 
enterprise It 
has 


srown to be. 


As far back as 1670. two hundred 


and forty years ago. the banner of the 
cross was raised here and a religious 
revival was In progress. 
It. -was in- 


stituted and carried on by a Catholic 


Father Allouez. a devout Jesuit 


missionary, who labored among the 
Miami Indians. 
Other French priests 


nllowed him. They cpme to teach the 
Christian faith In broken Indian tongue 
and were instruments in the hands <>f 
God for accomplishment of ereat good. 


First Revival Held. 


'These *arly missionaries were al- 
ways cordially received by the Miami 
tribes here. Their garb was a pass- 
port to welcome and their cross an 
emblem of safety. 
The Indian v.-ou'd 


Isten patiently 
to their 
words and 


finally through their efforts missionary 
stations were early established in all 
of the principal Indian villages. 
The 


attempt to convert the Indians was 
carried on in earnest. 


The periodical visits tu ihos*> mis- 


sionaries were events of prominence 
and Interest and one of the first at 
which religious 
services 
were held 


within what are now the confines of 
Fort Wayne wa» at .a spot somewhere 
near to tho present site ot the St. Jo- 
seph hospital. It nrtiy bo said that it 
was Fort Wayne's llrst religious ro- 
vlval. At these meetings held by the 
missionary priests, and It was prob- 
ably so at this first service held here 
by Father Allouoz. the Indians gath- 
ered and, after prayers, were taught !n 
their native tongue concerning the re- 
ligion of Jesus Christ.

around Fort Wayne were given their 
introduction to Christianity. 


Church History Began. 


After the white settlers came to this 


locality it was a long time before there 
was an established church of any de- 
nomination. 
Catholic 
or Protestant, 


here. 
Missionaries and ministers oc- 


casionally visited the settlement, but 
it was not until the beginning ot the 
nineteenth century, and it had been 
well advanced, that the record of the 
churches In the history of Fort Wayne 
began to be written. 


But, 
it must be remembered, that 


through the eighteenth 
century this 


was but n. trading post and military 
garrison. 
The year 1800 dawned be- 


fore pioneer settlers 
began making 


this their home. 
Their coming was 


slow. It was not until after the sa'.e 
of lands here by act of congress ap- 
proved May 8, 1822. that the village 
began to grow. In 1828 Fort Wayne 
only had a population of 500. 


Presbyterianism has the honor of 


having the llrst resident minister here 
In the person of 
Rev. 
Matthew G. 


Wallace, who in 1812 was the chaplain 
at the military '• garrison. 
The 
first 


preacher to preach here by ecclesiasti- 
cal appointment was also a Presbyte- 
rian, Rev. John Ross, who as a mis- 
sionary visited this settlement from 
1S22 to 1828 periodically and largely 
through whose efforts a congregation 
was organized in 1831 with Rev. James 
Chute as pastor. 


Were Zealous Revivalists. 


Other early day churches were the 


Methodists, the Baptists, the Luther- 
ans and the Catholics. Rev. Isaac Mc- 
Coy organized a. Baptist congregation 
in 1822, but It died out and did not 
become a. permanent local church un- 
til 1S37 with Rev. TInsdalo ns pastor. 
Lutheranlsm began here the same year 
with an 
nrKnnizerl 
congregation 
oC 


which Rev. Jesse Hoover was pastor. 
The first Catholic priest serving a reg- 
ular charge horn was Rev. S. P. Lalu- 
miere in 1S3S. 


As a conffroffation Methodism began 


its history here In 1SSO. a congregation 
being organized that, year 
by Rev. 


.lamps TTargraves with Rev. Nehemlah 
Griffith as pastor. 
Methodism.„ how- 


ever, claims to date its history in Fort 
Wnyno to six years before this time 
IA» IS2-1, when Rev. James Iloiman. n 
locnl proncher. cnme here as a. settler 
nnd purchased a farm in what is now 
known as Nebraska. He was an oarn- 
esl. zealous 
Chrlstlnn. 
He 
Inbored 


with ills hands during the week nnd 
on Sundays held religious services In 
his log cabin home, lie also preached 
at homos for miles around wherever 
hearers CAUld bo found. 


The predominating characteristic, of 


these pioneer preachers was their zeal. 
They 'were revivalists of the distinc- 
tive type of those days. They preach- 
ed the gospel ns they understood It 
nnd were strong In their warnings to 
sinners "to flee1 from the wra.th 
to 


come." 
Fear 
of future .punishment 


was a. more prominent feature of their 
discourses than the love, of God. They 
yearned to snatch the soul from a lit- 
eral burning hell n fid place it In para- 
dise in xheaVen. There were no mod- 


lullt; Mrs. Grosjcnn, large fern and

PRACTICAL HOME HELPS. 


How to Retouch an Oil Painting. 


Remove each painting from Its frame 


and wipe with 
a 
soft cloth all dust 


from the canvas. Examine the canvas 
for fly specks 
and 
moisten nil such 


with a few drops of clear water. They 
will probably soften In a few min- 
utes, but 
If 
not 
wet them again. 


Should thoy remain obdurate, apply 
stale beer in the same way. 


Having removed the fly specks take 


a soft sponge, moisten it in tepid water 
and holding the painting at an angic 
wash it. 


If you find during this operation th-it 


the surface becomes slimy or sticky, 
you will have solved the secret of the 
picture's 
dull appearance and 
well 


know that it has been coated with su- 
gar, white of egg, gum arable or isin- 
glass—a process used by artists before 
varnish is put on. 


This glaze 
must 
be 
removed by 


sponging with warm 
water and the 


painting 
allowed to dry 
thoroughly, 


after which it will be ready for varn- 
ishing. 


This work should 
be 
done with a 


soft, flat bristle brush and French re- 
touching varnish, both of which may 
be obtained from a first class dealer In 
artists' supplies. A stiff, coarse brush 
will leave lines, so such an article must 
not be experimented with. 


To varnish a picture place the can- 


vas flat on a table 
between 
yourself 


and the light, and 
draw the 
brush 


straight across the face from side to 
side, taking care neither to leave any- 
unvarnished spots nor to go over the 
same place more than once, as n. dou- 
ble layer of varnish will show who.i 
dry. 


The ca.nvas should he kept free from 


dust until the varnish Is hard; then it 
may be. returned to its frame.

One of the Impossible feats for a 


woman 
to 
accomplish -is 
to color 


patches of her hair so all will be the 
same shade. I choose this subject be- 
cause recently I have received an tin- 
usual number' of such requests from 
correspondents, and I want them to 
understand why I discourage them In 
any such attempt. 


'Every woman who has such a. de- 


sire must understand 
that 
only a 


skilled professional can color patches 
successfully, because the effect of dyes 
differs, according to the shade and 
quality of the hair to which it is ap- 
plied. The hair Itself, must be seen rind 
carefully studied by'one attempting to 
match faded or gray spots. A woman 
wishing to match a. shaded dress ma- 
terial would not send a. few threads of 
it to a shop and expect to get what she 
wanted. 
She would send enough of a 


sample to enable the cj^rk to get the 
whole effect. 


But matching hair is even more dif- 


ficult; that is, matching the color when 
streaks have faded, because duality so 
largely enters in. It would be useless 
for a woman to send a lock'of her hair, 
declaring at the same time that she 
wanted to make the gray the natural 
color,'because no'two patches of gray 
are precisely the-same. 
And even 
>t 


they were, and proper dye Were made, 
no amateur could apply it with suffi- 
cient care to make the colored portion 
look other than what it is—.a patch. 


Coloring patches successfully may l«: 


done by a. professional if a woman will 
give time for the treatment. 
It is no 


secret that. I am violently opposed to 
dyeing hair, because tha coloring mai- 
ter, however harmless, eventually in- 


jures the locks, because ot the treat- 
ment to which the scalp and hair must 
be subjected In order that the coloring 
will stay on. 


.Before applying dye the natural oil 


must he extracted by washing the hair 
in strong soda or ammonia water, and 
the result ol' such a 
shampoo Is to 


starve the hair follicles and when this 
condition occurs, the locks break and 
fall. 
It is an unwise woman who ap- 


plies dye to her hair, and I have yet 
to know of one, who, having done so, 
did not some time regret the fact. 


When the hair begins to turn gray, 


or to Jose Its color in faded effect. It 
may be that the scalp lacks nourish- 
ment. 
In any event, good, thorough 


brushing daily, massage once or twice 
a week, and the application of a good 
tonic are likely to prevent the condi- 
tion from becoming worse, and.not in- 
frequently 
liven 
and 
improve 
the 


tresses. 


A tonic that may he life giving at 


such a crisis is made from one-halt 
dram each of terebene, borax and sul- 
phur, and three 
ounces 
of lavendar 


water. This is rubbed into the sca'u 
nightly. 
. 
When the hair is dry and seems to 


he fading, rather than turning gray 
an ointment which may be helpful can 
be made from one ounce each of mer- 
cury ointment and oil of ergot. It may 
be scented. It should be rubbed into 
the scalp every night.

PRACTICAL HOME HELPS. ; 


How to Retouch an Oil Painting. 


Remove each palntins from its frame 


and wipe with 
a 
soft cloth all dust 


from the canvas. Examine the canvas 
for fly specks and 
moisten all such 


witli a few drops of clear water. They 
will probably soften In a few min- 
utes, but. If 
not 
wet them again. 


Should they remain obdurate, apply 
stale beer in the same way. 


Having removed the fly specks take 


a soft sponge, moisten It in tepid water 
and holding the painting at an angie 
wash it. 
If you nnd during this operation tlvtt 


the surface becomes slimy or sticky, 
you will have solved the secret of the 
picture's dull appearance and 
well 


know that it has been coated with su- 
gar, white of egg. gum arabic or isin- 
glass—a process used by artists before 
varnish is put on. 


This glaze 
must 
be 
removed by 


sponging with warm 
water and the 


painting allowed to dry thoroughly, 
after which it will be ready for varn- 
ishing. 


This work should be done with a 


soft, fiat bristle brush and French re- 
touching varnish, both of which may 
be obtained from a first class dealer in 
artists' supplies. A stiff, coarse brush 
will leave lines, so such an article must 
not be experimented with. 


To varnish a picture place the can- 


vas flat on a table between yourself 
and the light and 
draw 
the 
brush 


straight across the face from side to 
side, taking care neither to leave any 
unvarnished spots nor to go over the 
same place more than once, as a dou- 
ble layer of val-nish will show when 
dry. 


The canvas should he kept free from 


dust until the varnish Is hard; then it 
may be returned to its frame. 


| DYEING HAIR THAT IS GRAY IN PATCHES 


IMPOSSIBLE FOR AMATEUR.

< J Ail Expert Can Match Ityc With Failrd or Partially Gray Hair, But 


Such Font Can Be Accoinpllt-hed Only After Hard Study and 
i'ears of Exp riencc. 


One of the Impossible feats for a 


woman 
to 
accomplish -is to color 


patches of her hair so all will be the 
same shade. I choose this subject be- 
cause recently I have received an un- 
usual number of Much requests from 
correspondents, and 1 want them to 
understand why I discourage them In 
any such attempt. 


'Every woman who has such a. de- 


sire must understand 
that 
only a 


skilled professional can color patches 
successfully, because the effect of dyes 
differs, according to the shade and 
qualitj' of the hair to which it is ap- 
plied. The hair itself must be seen and 
carefully studied by'one attempting to 
match faded or gray spots. A woman 
wishing to match a shaded dress ma- 
terial would not send a. few threads of 
it to a shop and expect to get what she 
wanted. 
She would send enough of :i. 


sample to enable the clprk to get the 
whole effect. 


But matching hair is even more dif- 


ficult: that is, matching the color when 
streaks have faded, because quality so 
largely enters in. It would be useless 
for a woman to send a lock'of her hair, 
declaring at the same time that she 
wanted to make the gray the natural 
color, because no two patches of gray 
are precisely the'same. 
And even >t 


they were, and proper dye were made, 
no amateur could apply it with suffi- 
cient care to make the colored portion 
look other than what it is—a patch. 


Coloring patches successfully may ha 


done by a professional if a woman will 
give lime for the treatment. It is no 
secret that. I am violently opposed to 
dyeing hair, because ths coloring mat- 
ter, however harmless, eventually in- 


.Hires the locks, because of tho treat- 
ment to which the scalp and hair must 
be subjected in order that the coloring 
will stay on. 


Uel'ore applying dye the natural oil 


must he extracted by washing the hair 
in strong soda or ammonia water, and 
the result of such a 
shampoo is to 


starve the hair follicles and when this 
condition occurs, the locks break an! 
fall. It is an unwise woman who ap- 
plies dye to her hair, and I have yet 
to know of one. who, having done so, 
did not some time regret the fact. 


When the hair begins to turn gray, 


or to lose Its color in faded effect, It 
may he that the scalp lacks nourish- 
ment. 
In any event, good, thorough 


brushing daily, maasage once or twice 
a week, and the application of a good 
tonic arc likely to prevent the condi- 
tion from becoming worse, and not in- 
frequently 
liven 
and 
improve 
the 
tresses. 


A tonic that may be life giving at 


such a crisis is made from one-half 
dram each of terehcne, borax and sul- 
phur, and three 
ounces 
of lavendar 


water. This Is rubbed into the sca'r, 
nightly. 
• 
'* 


, When the hair is dry and seems to 
he fading, rather than turning gray, 
an ointment which may be helpful can 
he made from one ounce each of mer- 
cury ointment and oil of ergot. H may 
be scented. 
It should be rubbed into 


the scalp every night.

Charles Alexander Eastman,,one of 


•the most distinguished representatives 
of his people, the Sioux Indians, was 
born in Minnesota fifty-two years ago.

Working on the theory that the pel- 


lagra germ is in the same class as 
that of tuberculosis, and that the colon, 
or lower part of the large intestine, i* 
its most frequent habitat, he removed 
the lower end of the vermiform ap- 
pendix, thereby making a natural tun- 
nel 
through 
the 
abdominal 
wall, 


through which the colon was irrigated 
with nn alkaline antiseptic solution. 


In three out of four cases in which 


Dr. Cudd has adopted this method 
marked improvement or apparent re- 
covery has resulted. 
The fourth pa- I 


tient came to the hospital 
suffering 


from pellagra. In its worst form. 
Her 


temperature was 103, the backs of her 
hands and forearms were denuded and 
her mouth and throat were almost 
gangrenous. Appendicostomy was per- 
formed, but the patient died on the 
third day after treatment was begun. 


Dr. Cudd says:—"I believe that ir- 


rigation is ,fhe best treatment for pel- 
lagra, known at present, but I do not 
believe that the irrigation has been 
therapeutically perfected." 


Dr. Cudd's theory that the appendix 


may be used as a tube through which 
the intestine may be irrigated with an- 
tiseptic solutions is regarded by lo- 
c;il physicians as Ingenious, if nothing 
else. Pellagra is usually treated with 
a form of arsenic. There Is no specific 
for the disease and it is generally fatal.

In Fine State of Preservation, With 


Particles of Wax Clinging to Face. 


(Mexican Herald.) 


One of the most remarkable arch- 


aeological nnd ethnological discoveries 
made In Mexico since Prot. William 
Nlven found the famous clay tablets of 
life and death down In the jungles of 
Guerrero, has been made ainid 
the 


burled pile of petrified Idols uncovered 
by the sand diggers of Atzcapozalco. 


Trie find consists of 
nothing less 


than an onlclal seal, or stamp, used by 
some prehistoric emperor or king In 
affixing his o. k. to papers of state. 
Tlic discovery was made about eight- 
een feet beneath the surface of the old 
river, or lake bed. which exists near 
the pretty suburb above named. This 
'stream or pool has long been dead, the 
waters having been diverted by natur< 
In another direction, so that now It Is 
merely a basin of gravel overlaid with 
sand. 
The artlfect. which Is about two 


Inches in -diameter, and In a perfect 
state of preservation, is remarkable foi 
the fact that It contains, on the side 
used for stamping, several concentric 
circles at the margin, then a ring ol 
hieroglyphics much resembling 
the 


characters of the ancient 
Russian 


alphabet, and around the center three 
more concentric rings. 


The center itself Is a corrugated hole, 


evidently used for the Insertion of a 
wooden or stone handle. The upper 
surface of the seal, which is, of course, 
circular in shape, is rounded, so that 
the entire object forms almost a per- 
fect hemisphere. On the top are other 
marks, evidently carved in the seal 
after the clay had hardened, and pos- 
sibly intended to represent the signs 
of the zodiac, as they were known to 
the primitive astronomers of Mexico. 


When found, particles of some black 


substance, evidently either wax 
or 


some ink-like fluid, were still clinging 
to the face, showing that the seal had 
not been subjected to very great actior; 
by the waters.

weeks, at $3. and two weeks of slack 
work, In each of which she earned only 
$1.50. 


She had no money at all to spend 


for recreation, and. in her hopelessness 
of the future arid her natural thirst for 
pleasure, she sometimes accepted

from chance men acquaintances met 
on the street. 


Another unskilled worker of twenty 


Sarlna Baslikilsetf, Intended to escape 
from her monotonous work and low 
wage by educating herself in a, private 
evening school. 


For this she contrived to save $-1 a 


month out of her income of $1 a. week 
Sarlna packed powders In a drug fac- 
tory from 8 to 6 o'clock, with three- 
quarters of an hour for Umch. 
She 


was a beautiful and brlllia,nt girl, who 
used to como to \vork in the winter 
dressed In her summer coat, with ;i lit- 
tla woolen nnderjacket to protect her 
from the cold, and a plain, cheap felt 
hat, much mocked nt by the American 
girls, gtnrlna scorned the nienfal scope 
of these girls; scorned to spend for 
flress money with which 
she 
could 


learn to read "Othello" 
and 
"King 


Lear" in the original; and scorned to 
spend In giggling the lunch hour, in 
which she might read in Yiddish news- 
papers the latest tidings of the strug- 
gle in Russia. 


In the drug factory, and in her east 


side hall bedroom, she lived In a, world 
of her own—a splendid, generous world 
of the English tragedies she studied at 
night school, and of the thrilling hopes 
and disappointments ot - the Russian 
revolution. 


She had been In New York a year. 


In this time she had worked In an arti- 
ficial flower factory, earning from $2 
to S2.25 a week: then as a. cutter in a 
box factory, where she had $3 a week 
at first, and then $5, for ten hours' 
work a day. She left this place be- 
cause the employer was very lax about 
payment, and sometimes cheated her 
out of sma.ll amounts. She then tried 
finishing men's coats; but 
working 


from 7:30 to 12 nnd from 1 to 6 o'clock 
dally brought her only $3 a week and 
severe exhaustion.

Marta had spent all her youth, since 


her childhood at home—four year* in 
New York—in factory work, without 
the slightest prospect of advancement 
Her work was of the lest skilled kind 
—cutting off the ends of threads from 
men's suspenders, and folding and plac- 
ing them In boxes. She earned at first 
J3 a week, and had been advanced to. 
$S by a fifty-cent rise at every one of 
tho lust four Christmases since she had 
loft her mother and father. 
But she 


knew she would not bo advanced be- 
yond this last price, nnd feared to un- 
dertake heavier work, as, though she 
had kept her health, she was not at all 
strong.

Tbe 
agents of the land commission, how- 
ever, go nmong the new farmers a,nd 
explain, for Instance, tbe superior ad- 
vantages of clover ov.er potatoes, the 
higher profits in milk from the clover 
field as compared with the same outlay 
on potatoes. Most of these ngents arc

the 


commune, nnd the government knows 
it. 'They are helping the new men with 
a prompt, gratuitous supply of currcn 
price lists of tho Russian produce mar- 
kets to enable, them to make, better

Zeal Offset By Hostility. 


The amount of systematic zeal that 


one sees a;jplied to extending individ- 
ual ownership wherever possible among 
the peasantry seems to be evoked in 
some degree by tbe passive hostility to 
the scheme displayed in circles on 
whose support the government usually 
relies. Many of the clergy are opposed 
to It on the grannd that the migration 
of families into Isolated farmhouses 
and away from the village, by taking 
the peasants further from the church 
d*>r, will be detrimental to the reve- 
nues and teachings of the church.

PICKING COTTON BY MACHINE. 


(The World's Work.) 


The machine itself is about as inspir- 


ing a sight as the gin was In Whit- 
ney's clay. It is a small, gasoline, trac- 
tion engine, with two-picking attach- 
ments swung under it, and a pair of 
canvas bags hung out behind. It trav- 
els through the field about as fast as 
a- man walks, taking the cotton plant 
between tbe wheels, where it is picked 
over by almost countless, 
revolving 


steel finKers which catch the lint, but 
leave the. plant uninjured, so that the 


later bolls may mature. To leave the 
unripe bolls has been the great diffi- 
culty in making a. mechanical cotton- 
picker. Cotton cannot be gathered all 
at once like wheat. 


Cotton bolls on the same plant ma- 


ture and open progressively, maklna 
the problem of mechanically picking 
cotton extremely difficult. 
A. cotton 


picking machine lo be commercinlly 
successful must be a.ble. to pick the 
open bolls without injury to the un- 
opened bolls and blooms, or to the 
foliage of (he plant Itself. 


The picking machinery Is on two 


drums which hang from the Crams of 
the tractor, one on each side of the 
cottpn plant ns the machine straddles 
the row. An endless chain of_ upright 
cylinders of small diameter follow each 
other around the drum. From these 
cylinders the needles which do the 
ptelflng project, horizontally into tbe 
plant. 
When 
the 
machine starts, 


everything moves with a motion of its 
ot»n. The drum carries the cylinder? 
around; the cylinders poke the needles 
Into the plant at the proper angle, and 
the fingers turn and cntcl> the cotton. 


Every motion Is delicately adjusted. 


The fingers move last enough to catch 
(he fibre, but not fast enough to throw 
it off. The cylinders bring each finger 
into place at the proper time, so that 
there is never a space large enough for 
an open boll to pass through without 
touching a. finger. The drum Is mov- 
ing backward at the same rate that 
the whole machine moves forward, so' 
that the picking needles do not move 
horizontally through the plant, but 
merely turn in it.
